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Overview 


e A 10-mile extension of BART system into Santa Clara County 


e Two-stations, expands the BART system to 119 miles and 
47 stations 


e Begins south of the future BART Warm Springs Station in Fremont 
e Ends in the Berryessa area of north San Jose 
e Average daily ridership estimated at 46,000* 


e New clean electric trains powered with renewable energy 
sources

Prudent investment of taxpayer dollars 


For every dollar spent on construction, operations and 
maintenance, approximately $4 to $10 will be reinvested 
into the region (includes Santa Clara, Alameda, Contra 
Costa, San Francisco and San Mateo counties)

- $11.4 billion in Gross Regional Product - (equivalent 
to the annual domestic product of a small country)
